This invention relates to a cable duct in a swelling packer, 
adapted to seal an annulus between a production tubing and a 
casing, or between a production tubing and the well formation 
in a well. It is intended to solve problems relating to cables 
being poorly protected during insertion of the production 
tubing in the well and relating to insufficient expansion of 
the packers. 

According to the amended claims, the swellable packer is 
provided with a slit, the slit passing between the outside 
surface of the packer and the through-going opening 
constituting the duct for the cable. 

Dl discloses a mechanical compressible packer provided with an 
outer longitudinal slot in which a cable may be arranged. This 
prior art packer has the problems the present invention is 
intended to solve. 

D2 discloses another mechanical compressible packer provided 
with through-going cable ducts in the packer between the outer 
and inner surfaces of the packer. 

The cited documents represent the general state of the art. 
The invention defined in claims 1-3 is not disclosed by any of 
these documents.
